Mrs. B. C. Howell of. Portage and Rev.

A splendid program was given on 
Monday at the federation missionary 
meeting at the Congregational church.

months,, so it followed that every gro- 
cery store, notion store and Ice cream 
parlor sold liquor, and 
drunkenness 
was very common. Mrs. Howell stated 
that there was a prohibition law: for 
Porto Rico now before congress, and 
she begged that everyone would use 
their influence to secure its passage.

churches to use their best endeavor to 
secure national prohibition. -

With the British Annies in the 
Ffeld, Feb. 27.—To find out what It is 
like up there, dangling tar hours hi a 
tiny banket swung under an observa- 
Hon balloon, a mile above the snow- 
ana-ice-covered earth while a forty- 
mile file cuts by,, fresh, from the pole, 
1 was Idday allowed to make the as- 
cent.

twin appendages of pain; hands, Iior- 
rlbl*> hurting things; fingers about to 
snap off. 
Your "sausage"—as observation baV- 
loor.s are known throughout the ar- 
mies—Is being held down by the side 
of the road, in the edge of a wheat 
field. It is cf the new French type, 
shaped like a short link of a pig uau- 
'sage, and does not need the kite-tail 
of its predecessors to keep it headed 
into the wind. Despite the forty-odd 
troopers holding on to its tethering 
ropes now, it swings back and fortn 
like ,a tltahtic elephant to which a 
schcoibOT has .just fed a plug ol to- 
bacco. It looks baleful, even murder- 
ous in a mild, -concealed sort of way, 
and seems to be glaring angrily at the 
little basket in the snow in front of it. 


Thirty yards awajirin the road, is its 
winch—the heavy auto-truck with its 
motor-driven drum for lotting out and 
drawing in the slender wire cable.con- 
trolling the height of the balloon. One 
neeOlo tells the .altitude, another the 
exact "pull," or wind-pressure against 
the baa; at any given moment. The 
cable is made to stand a

strain and as a fifty-mile wind exerts 
a pull of about a ton, the string seems 
pretty safe.

BERLIN BAND SHOWS 


TENEMENT EVILS 


[SPECIAL TO THE GAZITTE.l 


Berlin, Feb. 27.—Under the leader- 
ship of former Secretary of State Dr. 
Bernhard 
Dernburg, 
the so-called 
Greater Berlin Association for the 
Institution of Small Homes is trying 
to arouse the city to the present evils 
of tenement 
house living and its 
closely-related problems of childless 


Partly because of the tenements, 
one-fourth of all marriages are fO\r 
childless. Since 1890 the numbfr of 
first born children has gone back by 
20 per cent; the number of second 
born by 42 per cent; the number of 
third born by 63 per cent, and the 
number of fourth born and beyona 
by 70 per cent. 
During the sams 
period the deaths from tuberculosis 
fn the city averaged 20 per cent of 
all deaths, while in the Province of 
Brandenburg, in which 
Berlin lies, 
the average was only 13.4 per cent, 
and in East Prussia but 11.9 per cent. 
In Berlin, where 77.5 per cent of 
the inhabitants live in 
tenements, 
only 42 per cent of the males of mil1.- 
tarv age were fit for military service, 
while in Duesseldorf, for example, 
where only 20.7 per cent of the popu- 
lation is "similarly housed, 65.8 pel- 
cent have been found to be physically 
equipped for the army and navy. 
The 
remedy for the situation, -or 
one feasible remedy at least, the 
tenement 
reformers 
believed, lies 
with the state, which owns m tha 
neighborhood of Berlin vast tracts of 
seitil-forest 
land 
which is of 4ittle 
value as such, but which could easily 
and advantageously be •transformed 
into colonies of one family dwellings. 
Within a radius of twelve or thir- 
teen miles of Berlin, Prussia owns 
sufficient land, it is maintained, to 
accommodate comfortably and health- 
ily between 250,000 and 300,000 per- 
sons 
in single family houses with 
connecting gardens, and which could 
be sold on easy terms to middle class 
families both to their advantage and 
to the profit of the state.
